In response to the third apparent suicide at the 


Penitentiary in four months, state correctional and 
institutions officials will meet Tuesday to seek a 
quick, short-term solution to the psychiatric needs 
of Penal Complex inmates. 


"We will try to move swiftly," Correctional 


Services Director Joseph Vitek told the 
Legislature's Appropriations Committee Monday. 


Dr. Kenneth Reighter, prison physician, said 


"at least 10" prisoners in need of psychiatric treat- 
ment are still being housed in the Penitentiary's 
maximum security unit due to lack of space for 
them in treatment facilities. 


Inmate Found Dead 


A 22-year-old inmate who was undergoing psy- 


chiatric evaluation was found dead in his maximum 
security cell Sunday. He had apparently hanged 
himself. 


Vitek said the long-term solution to the need 


for psychiatric treatment facilities is hinged to the 
construction of an already authorized diagnostic 
and evaluation center for prisoners, to include 30 
beds for psychiatric care. 


But that facility will not be operational until 


1977. 


Vitek said he also envisions psychiatric care 


facilities for 25 inmates at the proposed new prison 
recommended by the Exon administration to 
replace the Men's Reformatory, and similar 
facilities for 25 inmates at the Penitentiary. 


Until those projects can be completed, he said, 


the short-term solution appears to be more tem- 
porary bed space for prisoners at the Lincoln 
Regional Center's maximum security unit and new 
construction or remodeling at the Penitentiary. 


Remodeling Eyed 


Some office space at the Penitentiary could be 


remodeled to provide a 15-bed psychiatric ward, 
Vitek said, and a concrete block structure to house 
eight inmates in need of "acute care" will be con- 


ture 
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structed at the institution this spring. 


"We have to provide a better response to the 


medical and psychiatric needs" of the inmates, he 
said. 


Vitek described the string of suicides as an 


agonizing crisis situation." 


Hopefully, he said, his Tuesday meeting with 


officials from the Department of Public 
Institutions will produce an agreement for "more 
bed space" for inmates to receive care at the Lin- 
coln Regional Center. 


Monday's hearing before the Appropriations 


Committee centered on Gov. J. James Exon's 
proposed $2 million penal reform package for cor- 
rectional improvements, almost 907o of which 
would be financed with federal funds. 


State tax costs for the proposed improvements 


were pegged at $255,508. 


All told, the governor's proposed state tax fun- 


ding for the Department of Correctional Services 
would be nearly $10 million for fiscal 1975-76, com- 
pared with the legislative fiscal office's recommen- 
dations for $9.8 million. 


The comparable 1974-75 figure is $8.4 million. 
Exon's all-funds proposal (including federal 


and cash funds) is $14.5 million, compared to the 
legislative staff recommendation of $12.2 million. _ 


Exon's penal reform package includes funding 


for 
community-based projects at Columbus, 


Omaha, Scottsbluff and the Kearney-Hastings- 
Grand Island triangle; jail standards and inspec- 
tions; separation of adult and juvenile parole ser- 
vices; increased foster care facilities and payments, 


and creation of a chemical dependency unit at the 
old Crete missile site. 


The latter facility, providing drug and alcohol 


treatment for 60 to 70 inmates at a time in the com- 
ing fiscal year, would cost $118,000 to purchase and 
renovate by July 1. Staffing would cost an ad- 
ditional $30,000 in state funds. 


Gubernatorial budget aides Dan Griepentrog 


estimated that 45% to 50% of the Penal Complex 
population may be in need of "some sort of 
chemical dependency treatment." 


Both Exon and the legislative staff 


recommended funding to increase the lump sum 
payment to discharged inmates from $30 to $100. 


Vitek said he hopes to double the pre-service 


training of guards, using the services of Southeast 
Technical Community College, which is developing 
a junior college curriculum for correctional officers 
and staff members. 


Exon's budget would provide funds for 15 ad- 


ditional officers and 15 additional counselors 


Showdown Forced 


Foes Of Oil Loophole 
Seek To Amend Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


group of House Democrats is 
forcing a showdown on a bid to 
attach a repeal of the petroleum 
depletion allowance to emergen- 
cy tax-cut legislation designed to 
stimulate the economy. 


The liberal-dominated caucus 


of all 289 House Democrats is 
being called into special session 
Tuesday at the urging of op- 
ponents of the depletion 
allowance 


They want the caucus to direct 


the House Rules Committee to 
allow the House to consider an 
amendment to the $21 28 billion 
tax-cut bill that would bring 
quick repeal of the depletion 
allowance, a move opposed by 
the tax-writing Ways and Means 
Committee 


1 Democratic leaders fear the 
repeal attempt could jeopardize 
the entire tax-reduction bill 


Meanwhile, President Ford 


was described as believing that 
Congress was guilty of an un- 
conscionable delay in acting on 
the tax cut. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said Ford finds it 
unbelievable that the House has 
no vote scheduled this week on 
the tax reduction legislation. 


However, Nessen later cor- 


rected himself and said he had 
been misinformed after- 
reporters noted that the House is 
tentatively scheduled to vote on 
the measure Thursday after 
expected clearance by the Rules 
Committee. 


Nessen said Ford also was in- 


formed that the Senate has yet to 
schedule hearings on the subject 
and "found that even more un- 
believable " 
* Traditionally, the Senate does 
not schedule such hearings until 
a piece of legislation passes the 
House, which has the con- 
stitutional responsibilty for in- 
itiating tax bills. 


Later, Ford was quoted as 


telling his top economic advisers 
that "it is tragic" that Congress 
has yet to pass a tax cut bill. 


Nessen said Ford met for 


about an hour with Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon, 
Interior Secretary Rogers Mor- 
ton, Director James T. Lynn of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, Chairman Arthur Burns 
of the Federal Reserve Board, 
Chairman Alan Greenspan of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb and White House 
aide L. William Seidman. 


Nessen quoted Ford as saying: 


"Our plan is to keep going. We 
have not compromised. There is 
nothing to compromise with. 
There is no change."

Tiny The Rhino Dies 


Ames, Iowa (DPI) - Tiny, the 


celebrated two-ton rhinoceros 
that underwent major surgery at 
Iowa State University's College 
of Veterinary Medicine here last 
Friday, died Monday night of un- 
determined causes. 


Dr. R. L. Lundvall, professor 


and head of equine medicine and 
surgery at ISU, said Tiny 
seemingly 
had 
been 


recuperating since the surgery, 
but lost the battle for life at 
about 8 30 p.m. After the opera- 
tion, Lundvall had given Tiny a 
"50-50 chance of living in the 
wake of the historical event — it 
was the first time major surgery 
ever had been performed on an 
Indian rhinoceros. 


Lundall said the cause of 


death was unknown but noted 


that Tiny had not been eating 
properly for three weeks 
because of an intestinal blockage 
which prompted the surgery. He 
said a "thorough" autopsy 
would be performed on the 
animal to determine the cause of 
death. 


The Rhino was shipped to ISU 


last Friday morning from the 
Henry Doorly Zoo at Omaha, 
Neb., where 14-year-old Tiny 
lived. Four ISU veterinarians 
then worked three hours to clear 
the intestinal blockage. 


Zoo Director Dr. Lee Sim- 


mons, who earlier placed Tiny's 
value at $25,000, said the animal 
had lost about 700 pounds during 
the two weeks prior to the sur- 
gery because of the intestinal 
obstruction.

on tax reductions needed to 
combat recession. 


Ullman said the depletion- 


allowing proposal belongs in a 
general energy bill. 


Ways and Means Committee 


energy-tax hearings begin next 
Monday and Ullman said he 
hopes to put together legislation 
by April 18. He has special task 
forces of his committee at work 
examining key energy-tax ideas. 


However, Green and Gibbons 


view the politically popular and 
economically important general 
tax-cut bill as the perfect vehicle 
for the proposal to repeal the 
depletion allowance for virtually 
all oil and natural gas, retroac- 
tive to the first of the year. 


Under their proposal, even the 


depletion allowance for natural 
gas under federal price control 
or subject to a fixed-price and 
long-term contract would be 
abolished by mid-1976. 


At present, the depletion 


allowance permits 22% of 
gross income from petroleum 
property to be deducted from 
taxable income, up to a top of 
50% of taxable net income. 


The Democratic caucus will 


consider 
directing the 


Democrats who control the 


- Rules Committee to make a 


proposed repeal of the depletion 
allowance eligible as an amend- 
ment to the general tax-cat bill. 


The only amendment which 


the Ways and Means Committee 
wants the Rules Committee to 
make eligible for a House vote is 
a Republican-backed substitute 
for the committee-approved in- 
dividual tax reduction features. 


Home Remedies Seem 
To Work—Researcher

Plagued by indigestion? Try massaging 


one of your hands (which ones depends 
on the individual) in the area between the 
thumb and forefinger to eliminate the 
discomfort. 


Need relief from a burn? Cut a leaf 


from an aloe (a common houseplant) and 
rub the lotion-like substance inside the 
leaf onto the burned area. 


Houe remedies such as these may 


cause eyebrows to be raised in 
professional medical circles. 


However, according to Kay Hinkley, for 


some people, for some reason, these and 
other home remedies seem to work. 


And they've been working for a long 


time, Ms. Hinkley told an audience atten- 
ding a Monday afternoon session planned 
in conjunction with the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Student Y's "Body 
Awareness Week " 


Treatments Mixed 


Speaking on "Home Remedies From 


The Plains - Past To Present," Ms. 
Hinkley said her research shows that, 
among early settlers, "The treatments for 
humans and the treatments for animals 
were intermixed. 


"They used a lot of mud, soot and cow 


manure" as remedies — especially to 
stop bleeding in animals and people. 


Cobwebs were also "used a lot" to stop 


bleeding, she said. American Indians 
applied the substance contained in puff- 
balls (a fungus similar to mushrooms) to 
bleeding external wounds. 


"A lot of times, home remedies used in 


the past had to do with malnutrition," 
Ms. Hinkley said. 


"Spring complaint," referred to by 


plains settlers, resulted from winter diets 
inadequate in Vitamin C, she said. A sub- 
stance made from rose hips (the ripe fruit 
of roses), which is very high in Vitamin C, 
was commonly taken as a remedy. 


Not so many years ago, Grandma was 


apt to have a supply of cocoa butter (for 
chapped skin), Lydia Pinkham's Tablets 
(for "women's complaints"), and 
Wakefield's Blackberry Balsam Com- 
pound (for "common diarrhea") on hand, 
Ms. Hinkley said. 


And those products are still available 


today. 


Those who choose to go the home 


remedy route should be aware that such 
remedies can be dangerous — especially 
when the use of plants is involved — Ms. 
Hinkley said. 


"There are plants in Nebraska that you 


can kill yourself with," she continued, 
citing the example of water hemlock. 


A number of books on the subject are 


available. She recommended "American 
Indian Medicine" by Virgil Vogel, and 
"Nebraska Wild Flowers" by Robert C. 
Lommasson as a good combination for 
beginners. 


Check It Out 


"If you're going to try a plant, check it 


out with more than one author," she ad- 
vised. 


Home remedies may serve a curative 


function for a number of reasons, Ms. 
Hinkley said. 


They may produce a chemical, psy- 


chological or mechanical reaction that 
helps the healing process. 


Or they may serve the purpose of 


"keeping you busy until your body heals 
itself."

Council Rejects Application 
For West Lincoln Rezoning

Ed Schwartzkopf and Dave 


Breslow went down in defeat at 
the hands of the City Council 
Monday in their attempt to have 
100 acres of land in west Lincoln 
rezoned for industrial use. 


The council voted 4-3 to reject 


the application. 
Council 


members Richard Baker, Sue 
Bailey, Helen Boosalis and John 
Robinson voted to d«ny the 
request, while Steve Cook, Max 
Denney and Bob Sikyta voted to 
approve it. 
The application has generated 


some public comment because 
Schwartzkopf is a member of the 
University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents and a brother of Lincoln 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf. 
Breslow is a member of the 
State Highway Commission. 


Both men have stated they did 


not use their positions to gain in- 
formation about the land's 
proximity to the proposed 
routing of the West Side Bypass 
or a railroad relocation project. 


The land currently is zoned for 


residential use and is in the 
floodplain. 


Mayor Schwartzkopf will have 


an opportunity to enter the 
debate if he decides to veto the 
council's action. It would take 
five council votes to override a 
mayoral veto. The mayor has 
taken no position on the zoning 
application. 


Both the planning director and 


planning commission have 
recommended denial. 


In another zoning issue, the 


council defeated a business 
zoning request for 70th and Van 
Born. The vote was unanimous. 


Mr. and Mrs. T. E. Peterson 


and Mr. and Mrs. W. M. Swan- 
son, who live on the property, 
requested the rezoning to 
business use. A number of 
southeast Lincolnites opposed 
the zoning change. 


The council also defeated un- 


animously the Roller Skating 
Ring Operators Association for a 
zoning change to build an office 
building at 77th and A.

A late winter storm, described by weather of- 


ficials as "very dangerous," dumped more than a 
foot of snow Monday across the Upper Mississippi 
Valley, causing power outages, school closings and 
fouling traffic. 


Two deaths were blamed on the storm. 
A spokesman for the National Weather Service 


said that in some areas the storm could easily be 
the winter's worst. 


The heavy, wet snow crossed from northeastern 


Missouri across parts of Iowa, Illinois, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin as it moved northeastward without 
losing intensity. 


More than a foot of snow fell in some spots, in- 


cluding Hannibal and Springfield, Mo., the Quad 
Cities area of western Iowa, and northeastern 
Illinois. 


Winds of up to 40 miles per hour piled drifts 


higher than autos in many streets and the slushy 
nature of the snowfall made removal difficult. 


One storm-related death was reported in Illinois. 


Clyde Stapen, 47, of Rock Island, apparently suf- 
fered a heart atack while struggling through drifts 
after his car became blocked. 


Rock Island, one of the Quad Cities, received 


more than a foot. 


Another victim was Abe Covitz, 79, of suburban 


St. Louis, who was found dead on his sidewalk Sun- 
day with a snow shovel still in his hand.

The storm, which began Sunday night, inten- 


sified on its slow trek northeastward and the 
National Weather Service said near blizzard con- 
ditions existed in eastern Iowa due to the heavy 
snow and considerable blowing and drifting. 


Some of the largest cities in states where the 


storm passed were spared, however, of the heaviest 
amounts. 


Kansas City and St. Louis, Mo., were among 


these cities but Interstate 70, the main east-west 
route linking them, was show-packed and state 
authorities discouraged travel on that highway. 


Chicago, due to receive the brunt of the storm 


during the night, didn't begin receiving a relatively 
light snowfall until midday. 


Because of hazardous driving conditions, the 


National Weather Service issued a special weather 
bulletin calling the system "a very dangerous 
winter storm" and advising persons in the affecteoT 
states to monitor radio and television broadcasts 
for updated developments. 


In areas where businesses didn't close, they were 


reporting heavy absenteeism. 


Commercial air and ground travel were delayed 


or canceled in parts of Illinois, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa and Missouri because of packed roads 
and, in some cases, visibility was near zero 


The winter storm struck as parts of the South 


attempted to clean up after a Sunday spate of tor- 
nadoes usually associated with spring weather. 


At least six persons were dead from the twisters 


which struck in Oklahama, Arkansas, Alabama, 
North Carolina and Georgia. 


East of Monday's snowstorm front was rain that 


caused flooding and some evacuations.

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Offshore Oil 
Cases Argued 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Twelve Atlantic coast states 
asked the Supreme Court Mon- 
day to reject the federal 
government's claim and 
recognize them as owners of rich 
oHshore oil and gas resources. 


Lawyers for the states said 


ownership of the offshore areas 
is necessary to protect the states 
against,) damage from drilling. 
But. they said, state ownership 
of the areas need not retard 
development of the resources. 


The lawyers urged the court to 


reject a federal argument that its 
power over foreign policy and 
national defense would be com- 
promised by granting the states 
ownership over the seabed. 


Lawyers for the states and the 


Justice Department appeared 
before the court to argue a suit 
affirming federal ownership of 
Atlantic offshore areas. 


The government filed the suit 


against the states in 1969 after 
Maine announced plans to lease 
3 3 million acres of oil and gas 
rights more than three miles 
offshore. 


A 1953 law gives the states title 


onl> to the first three miles of 
adjoining seabed and empowers 
the Interior Department to lease 


mineral rights beyond that point 


But Maine and the other 


Atlantic states do not recognize 
federal domain beyond the 
three-mile limit, saying colonial 
charters gave them jurisdiction 
of up to 100 miles offshore. 


At stake in the suit are ad- 


ministration plans to open up 
the Atlantic to oil exploration as 
part of a program to make the 
nation less dependent on foreign 
oil 


Solicitor Gen. Robert Bork, 


arguing tor the government, said 
that any claims the Atlantic 
states had upon the Outer Con- 
tinental Shelf were wiped out 
when Congress established the 
three-mile limit. 


He also said that the English 


crown never claimed ownership 
of the Outer Continental Shelf 
and thus had no claim to give its 
colonies. Even if such a claim 
did exist, said Bork, it would 
have ceased to exist when the 
colonies became states. 


The 12 states bringing the suit 


were Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Georgia. 


Retirement Rule Upheld 


Washington (LTD - The 


Supreme Court upheld Monday 
the federal government's 
requirement that civil servants 
retire at age 70 without regard to 
their individual fitness. 


In its bnef order, the court 


rejected arguments by Martin 0. 
Weisbrod, a government lawyer

Soc/o/ Security 
System In Deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government confirmed Monday 
that rising unemployment and 
inflation have thrown the Social 
Security system into a deficit 
which, without new financing, 
would exhaust emergency 
reserves by the early 1980s. 


The revised estimate by Social 


Security actuaries, prepared at 
the request of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, says that 
the $45.9 billion in the reserves 
at the end of 1974 would shrink 
to $800 million at the end of 1980 
under present law. 


The abbreviated, one-page 


report said that payments to 
more than 30 million 
beneficiaries are expected to 
exceed payroll contributions 
from workers by about $2.5 
billion this year. That would still 
leave a reserve of $43.4 billion 
equal to 66% of a year's benefits. 


Last June the Social Security 


trustees told Congress that the 
system was expected to remain 
in balance for at least five years. 
That report estimated that in- 
come would still exceed 
payments by $200 million in 
1978, leaving a reserve of $45.9 
billion. 


The latest estimate is expected 


to be elaborated upon by a new 
trustees report due April 1 but 
likely to be delayed. 


In effect, it paints a gloomier 


picture of more out-of-work 
Americans who won't have 
Social Security contributions 
deducted from their paychecks 
and rising inflation which will 
mean more automatic cost of 


living increases for retirees. 


A recent consultant's report to 


the Senate Finance Committee 
projected an average Social 
Security deficit of 6% an- 
nually through the year 2050 un- 
der present law, twice the long- 
range deficit estimated by 
trustees last June. 


To tackle the immediate finan- 


cing problem, the Social Security 
Advisory Council composed of 13 
private citizens is preparing a 
report recommending that 
Congress earmark $7 billion in 
general funds for Medicare costs 
next year to free more payroll 
tax contributions for retirement 
benefits. 


Under present financing, the 


Social Security tax rate of 5.85% 
each on employers and employes 
goes up to 6.05% in 1978 and 
6.30% in 1981. The wage base, 
which went up from $13,200 last 
year to $14,100 this year, is 
adjusted automatically after a 
benefit increase to keep pace 
with average earned income.

Washington - India assailed 


the United States Monday for lif- 
ting its 10-year-old arms em- 
bargo against Pakistan. 


The Pakistanis, however, 


welcomed the move, which was 
announced by the State Depart- 
ment Monday afternoon. 


In formally disclosing the end 


of the embargo, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Robert Ander- 
son said the United States did 
not intend to upset the strategic 
balance in the subcontinent, to 
stimulate the arms race in the 
area or to disrupt the current 
moves for reconciliation 
between India and Pakistan. 


"We presently enjoy very good 


relations with both India and 
Pakistan and we see no reason 
why this should not continue to 
be the case," Anderson said. 


Within hours of the announce- 


ment, Indian Ambassador T. N. 
Kaul told a news conference at 
his embassy that India had 
lodged "a strong protest with the 
United States" and had received 
the news with "deep regret and 
disappointment." 


"We do not accept or agree 


that the lifting of the arms em- 
bargo will not lead to an arms 
race or hinder the process of 
normalization," Kaul sa;'. He 
rebuked Washington for altering 
the "wise decision" of 1965 to

Testifies 


Thomas H. Karamassines, 


former chief of the Central 
Intelligence Agency's "dirty 
tricks" branch, testified Mon- 
day in Washington before the 
Rockefeller commission in- 
vestigating alleged CIA 
domestic espionage. 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 


Sheik Mohammed Abdullah, the 
tenacious "Lion of Kashmir," 
settled his 22-year-old dispute 
with the Indian government on 
Monday and regained power in 
his divided 
Himalayan 


homeland. Pakistan, not con- 
sulted in the bargaining, called 
on Pakistanis and Kashmiris 
around the world to stage 
protest strikes. 


Deposed as ruler of Kashmir 


in 1953 and jailed for nearly 15 
years on charges of plotting the 
state's secession, the sheik 
became an active political force 
again following an agreement 
with Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 


Quietly reading a prepared 


statement to Parliament,. Mrs. 
Gandhi said she had agreed to 
the sheik's return to power in 
Kashmir following his accep- 
tance of the state's accession to 
India as "final and irrevocable." 


The 69-year-old sheik, in a 


separate statement, announced 
he had dropped his decades-old 
demand for a plebiscite to deter- 
mine the future of 86,00-square- 
mile Kashmir, three-fifths of 
which is controlled by India and 
the rest by Pakistan. 


A few hours after the settle- 


ment was announced, Mrs. 
Gandhi's Congress party in 
Kashmir unanimously chose the 
sheik as its leader in the state 
legislature, symbolizing his elec- 
tion as head of the government 
in Indian-controlled Kashmir. 
The Congress party has an 
overwhelming majority in the 
legislature. 


The sheik is to be sworn in as 


chief minister on Tuesday mor- 
ning at Jammu, Kashmir's 
winter capital. 


But Pakistani Prime Minister 


Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, in a state- 
ment released in the Pakistani 
capital of Islamabad, called on 
Pakistanis and Kashmiris all 
over the world to go on strike 
Friday to protest the settlement. 


Bhutto chose Friday, the 


Moslem holy day, for the strike 
because it is the day on which 
most Moslems attend afternoon 
prayers all over the world. 


He said despite the agreement 


that Kashmiris still retain "their 
right of self-determination to 
decide the status of the state" 
disputed between India and 
Pakistan since 1947. 


The dispute over Kashmir 


grew out of the 1947 partition of 


the subcontinent by the outgoing 
British rulers into predominant- 
ly Hindu India and Moslem 
Pakistan. 


Kashmir, nestled between the 


two countries, had a Moslem 
majority population but a Hindu 
maharaja ruler. 


In a decision supported by 


Sheik Abdullah, the maharaja 
announced his accession to India 
in 1947. Pakistan refused to 
recognize the maharaja's action. 


Three wars fought in Kashmir 


by India and Pakistan — in 1948, 


1965 and 1971 - have failed to 
end the military division in-the 


However, India controls the 


strategic and beautiful Kashmir 
Valley and has appeared to be 
satisfied with maintaining the 
status quo 


The United Nations originally 


suggested a plebiscite to settle 
the dispute but India, after 
agreeing to it, refused to conduct 
a vote. It maintained that'the 
Kashmiris' participation in In- 
dian elections signified fheir 
willingness to remain in India.

Fear Of The 'Imperial Senate' 


Last week CIA Director William Colby 


mounted a scare campaign against con- 
gressional and presidential investigators 
who are looking into alleged illegal 
domestic spying activities on the part of the 
CIA. 


"The almost hysterical excitement that 


surrounds any news story mentioning CIA 
... has raised the question whether secret 
intelligence operations can be conducted 
by the United States," Colby said. He also 
suggested that the news reports and the in- 
vestigations have made overseas agents 
fear for their lives, sent CIA morale into a 
nosedive and frightened firms away from 
accepting CIA contracts. 


If all this is true, if the CIA is a 


shattered, demoralized, impotent organiza- 
tion, it's nobody's fault but the agency's \ 
and the presidents and other wielders of 
power who corrupted it. 


Richard Nixon may be in California, 


but his inspiration lingers on in 
Washington, prompting such people as 
Colby to mount public relations campaigns 
to frighten investigators into ignoring ac- 
tivities that threaten the rights of 
Americans. What Colby and the national 
security nuts want is a whitewash. 


No matter what the national security 


establishment may say, it is not un- 
American to knock the CIA or the FBI or 
military intelligence or any other cloak- 
and-dagger outfit if they deserve knocking. 


If the CIA didn't scheme to overthrow 


popular governments and contribute to the 
imprisoning and death of thousands of peo- 


ple, if it didn't loan ex-agents red wigs and 
other props with which to engage in far- 
cical political dirty tricks, if it was not a 
willing servant to be used for illegal pur- 
poses at home by amoral and manipulative 
presidents and possibly secretaries of state, 
if the FBI spent more time on external 
threats and crime and quit monitoring the 
sex and drinking habits of prominent 
Americans, if the FBI hadn't collected 
dossiers on young school girls, if the old 
fossil who ran the FBI hadn't blackmailed 
people, if the shadow organizations would 
let law-abiding people in this nation alone 
and let them speak their piece without fear 
of being recorded and their words and 
deeds filed away for future reference, then 
the CIA and the FBI and the whole in- 
telligence aparatus wouldn't be held 
suspect, as it is today. Their legitimate mis- 
sions would not be threatened. 


Contrary to those who want the under- 


cover agencies left alone because to poke 
around in their view would imperil 
national security, Americans can have their 
cake and eat it, too. But they have to de- 
mand it. 


If Americans are watchful and vocal 


enough, they can let people in power know 
in no uncertain terms that they want the in- 
telligence community to pursue its 
legitimate missions in behalf of national 
security, but they are opposed to repres- 
sion, gossip-mongering, blackmail and all 
the Micky Mouse activities the agents 
engage in for political purposes. 


Weak Code Of Ethics 


The Nebraska Public Service Commis- 


sion, meeting last Friday, adopted a code 
of ethics — sort of. 


The commissioners rejected- for the 


time being Chairman Eric Rasmussen's 
attempts to adopt a strong, specific code 
based on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's code. 


The code tentatively adopted was 


supplied by the state's conflict of interest 
committee Rasmussen did have some sup- 
port on the commission for possibly later 
amending the code into a stronger docu- 
ment. 


It should be stronger and more 


specific. What the commissioners have now 
is a code which states that gifts or favors

"of a kind which might be expected to in- 
fluence his conduct" should be declined by 
the commissioners. 


What influences conduct? A football 


ticket? A beer? A six-pack? A case? A 
fishing trip? A deepfreeze? A vicuna coat? 
Who is to say, but the commissioner. 


The present code leaves too much to 


judgment. It allows commissioners to keep 
any favor or gift given them. 


It wouldn't hurt the commissioners to 


adopt a stronger code of ethics from the 
public relations point of view. Here they 
are, trying to preserve the right to accept 
gifts, while asking the Legislature for a $7,- 
500 per commissioner annual salary in- 
crease. It doesn't make too much sense 
from that practical standpoint. 


Hubris On The Hill 


WASHINGTON — On three separate fronts 


last week, members of the United States Senate 
moved to abuse senatorial power. 


1. The power to publicize. Sens. Frank Moss 


and Charles Percy, ranking members of the 
Special Committee on the Aging, held televised 
hearings to capitabze on an expose of nursing 
home scandals begun by the New York Times. 


The star witness, Bernard Bergman, in- 


formed the committee before the hearings 
began that he intended to invoke the Fifth 
Amendment, %vhich protects individuals from 
being forced to testify against themselves. 


In a court of law, the decision by a defen- 


dant not to testify may not be exploited by the 
prosecution; the accused is not placed in the 
dock and required to sit before the jury, looking 
guilty, while a series of incriminating questions 
is put to him. 


In a Senate hearing room, however, 


anybody who dares to take the Fifth is placed 
before Kleig lights, made to sweat, and held up 
to televised ridicule. What is the purpose of for- 
cing a witness who has declared his intention 
not to testify to repeat that declaration a dozen 
Umes before cameras9 To embarrass him, of 
course — to make him look guilty — and to 
reflect publicity credit on those guardians of vir- 
tue who subvert the Bill of Rights by heroically 
asking nasty questions 


The Senate does not gather information this 


way, it merely disseminates charges. Ever since 
Sen Estes Kefauver made a name for himself at 
the expense of the rights of gangster Frank 
Costello (and you and me), senators have taken 
this route to fame It is precedented, but it is 
wrong A man who takes the Fifth should have 
his right respected, and not be forced to per- 
form in a circus put on to benefit the politically 
ambitious

~L. The power to silence the minority. From 


time to time, a majority of the members of the 
Senate try to adopt rules that make it more dif- 
ficult for a minority to delay or defeat the 
majority will 


Vice President Rockefeller, taking the side 


of the majority (as did Richard Nixon when 
he presided over the Senate as vice president) 
ruled in effect that a filibuster could be stopped 
by less than a two-thirds vote in the Senate. 


That, too, was in the direction of the abuse 


of power. The reason that the Founding Fathers 
decided on a Senate — its vote not based on 
population, as in the House — was to check the 
"tyranny of the majority." The minority — in- 
cluding a minority of one — is protected by the 
idea of a Senate, even when such minority 
the small society 


protection results in the perpetuation of un- 
fairness to minorities. 


As a handful of liberals who understand the 


character of the Senate recognized, the majority 
attempt to choke off delay was fundamentally 
unsound. Most liberals, temporarily in the sad- 
dle, disagreed, and tried to turn the 
"deliberative body" into a fast-action, liberated 
body. Only when a wily parliamentarian dis- 
covered a mistake in the majority motion did 
the attempt to eviscerate dissent fail. 


If the Senate wants to become like the 


House, putting "majority rule" above all, fine 
— let the majoritanans vote for a merger, and 
thereby do away with the "inequity" of two 
senators per state (When it is put that starkly, 
all senators back off.)

3. The power to appoint. Thanks to Senate 


Finance Committee Chairman Russell Long, 
the job of special trade representative has been 
given cabinet rank and pay. Long thought this 
would give more clout to a man he admired, 
William Eberle. 


But President Ford eased Eberle out of 


that job, and made it known that he intended to 
nominate Laurance Silberman, the deputy at- 
torney general whose hand was at the tiller 
while William Saxbe's foot was in his mouth. 


Long did not like that. The President, who 


desperately needs the senator's support in 
overriding the tariff veto, promptly caved in, 
leaving one of the ablest men in his administra- 
tion high and dry. Whoever is finally appointed 
to that crucial post will know that he owes his 
job to Russell Long of Louisiana, and the staff 
he chooses is Lkely to reflect that fact in 
political life. 


The effect of this "Long" shot will not be 


lost on other senators when a cabinet post can 
be in the personal control of a single senator, 
the hubris on the Hill is unrestrained. To shore 
up his institutional strength (to override a veto), 
the President is effectively trading away much 
of his power to appoint, (which he and the 
Senate should share). Ford sees this as an or- 
dinary placation of an angry senator; he does 
not understand how much of his power he is 
allowing the Senate to take and to abuse.

slogan to current use: the Senate's the one.

WASHINGTON - If we consider 


Arthur Schlesinger as a latter-day Jeffer- 
sonian in bis critique of "The Imperial 
Presidency," somebody ought to refocus 
the equally useful insights of John Adams 
on the potential arrogance of the Senate. 


"You are afraid of the one," Adams 


argued to Jefferson in 1787, "I, of the 
few. We agree perfectly that the many 
should have full, fair and perfect 
representation. You are apprehensive of 
monarchy; I, of aristocracy. I would 
therefore have given more power to the 
president and less to the Senate." Other 
constitutional frameis shared Adams' 
concern about creating an aristocratic 
"senatorial class" like that which plagued 
the ancient Roman Republic.

In the last decade, the Senate has in- 


deed begun to turn itself into just such a 
seK-perpetuating elite. But fortunately, 
the mechanics of that change are starting 
to receive serious attention and analysis. 


There is no doubt about the self- 


perpetuation aspect. The Democratic 
Senate Campaign Committee — charged 
with electing'Democratic senators — has 
turned itself into a virtual biennial com- 
mittee for the circumvention of the pop- 
ular franchise. In the five ballotings since 
1966, over 80 Democratic senatorial in- 
cumbents have run again and just five 
have been defeated in general elections. 
Not a single Democratic incumbent lost 
in 1974. 


As soon as one election is over, the 


Campaign Committee begins preparing 
for the next one, making sure that 
Democratic senators are fully utilizing 
the taxpayer-financed resources com- 
manded by the Senate majority. Pre- 
eminent among these assets is the 
sprawling legislative committee struc-

ture. Before six years pass, and a 
freshman senator must come up for re- 
election, the leadership sees to it that he 
gets the chairmanship of a subcommittee. 
This provides additional staff assistance 
— from a few people to dozens — and the 
chance to hold well-publicized hearings 
and otherwise increase political 
exposure. All of the new Democratic 
senators elected in 1970, and up for re- 
election next year, have already been 
given committee or subcommittee chair- 
man's platforms.

The tremendous build-up of subcom- 


mittee and committee staffs is not new. 
In his 1960 book ".U.S. Senators and Their 
World," Prof. Donald Matthews" observed 
that "some of the fastest growing 
bureaucracies are to be found in the 
Senate Office Building. Within the 
memory of Senate old-timers, a typical

senator's office staff consisted of an 
executive secretary and a typist or two. 
The average post-war senator, with his 
vasdy increased work load, has a staff of 
a dozen or so people." As of 1975, that has 
climbed to 25-50. 


While huge staffs give all senators good 


odds for re-election, the massive com- 
mittee and subcommittee structure — 
with its political platforms and additional 
staffs — make Democratic senators vir- 
tually invulnerable. In 20 years, the 
authorized Senate Committee budget has 
climbed from $8.76 million (1953-54) to 
$54.3 million (1973-74). A powerful 
senator like Henry Jackson appoints and 
controls 63 different jobs in the Intenor 
Committee and the Permanent Investiga- 
tion Subcommittee, giving him a tremen- 
dous election time staff advantage. Of the 
190 field hearings held by Senate com- 
mittees during the 93rd Congress, 163 


were in the home states of members. j£ 
diana Senator Birch Bayh used 80% of to 
Juvenile Delinquency Subcommittee 
travel budget for staff or personal visits to 
Indiana.

Impeachment and resignation turned 


out to be the cure (or at least temporary 
cure) for Schlesinger's "Imperial 
Presidency." Now that Capitol Hill is 
breeding the same hauteur and huge, 
attendant staff apparatuses, it is time to 
contemplate a remedy for the "Imperial 
Senate" — either massive structural 
-reform or a limitation of senators to just 
one six-year term in office

Telephone Rate Increases 


Lincoln, Neb. 


The Feb. 14 Star carried a story about the Public Service 


Commission's receiving gifts from Lincoln Telephone & 
Telegraph, as well as other companies they allegedly regulate. 


. This article was of interest to me because of the manner in 


which LT&T was awarded a rate increase in 1972. 


Northwestern Bell filed for a rate increase with the Public 


Service Commission on March 6, 1972. At that time LT&T an- 
nounced that if Northwestern's request were granted, LT&T's 
rates would go up. Northwestern's request was granted on June 
16, to go into effect on July 16. LT&T filed for a rate increase on 
July 10, requesting it be granted on an "emergency" basis so 
that it could go into effect on July 16. By granting on an 
emergency basis, an open hearing would be waived. Their 
request was granted on July 14. 


The Public Service Commission never asked for an explana- 


tion of why LT&T had waited to file until six days before the 
requested effective date. LT&T had known of their intent for 
months. The nature of the emergency that allowed the waiver of 
the public's right to an open hearing was the lack of time. 


The Public Service Commission operates with very few 


statutory regulations. It is obvious the commissioners feel no 
obligation to the public to defend their rights of public hearing. 
Indeed, I question what they feel their obligations to be, and 
with whom their loyalties lie. These questions are particularly 
unnerving to me as several weeks ago Northwestern Bell filed 
for another rate increase. At that time LT&T announced that if 
Northwestern's rates are increased, their rates will once agin go 
up.

Crisis Of Law-Suits 


WASHINGTON - The 


traditional 
doctor-patient 


relationship is fast evolving into 
a doctor-patient-lawyer triangle. 
In recent years, the number of 
law-suits filed against doctors 
for medical malpractice has 
risen steeply, as has the size of 
the average settlement in cases 
decided in the patient's favor. 


This trend, if allowed to con- 


tinue unchecked, could have 
serious consequences for 
American medicine. Physicians 
are finding it difficult to obtain 
malpractice insurance at any 
cost. And the rising tide of litiga- 
tion has injected a note of 
wariness into doctor-patient 
relations and created hostility 
between physicians and those 
lawyers who specialize in 
malpractice suits. 


Insurance companies are 


caught in the middle. They have 
doubled and tripled the 
premiums on malpractice 
policies and still complain they 
are losing money on this type of 
coverage. Some have abandoned 
the field or have threatened .to 
do so if their proposed rate in- 
creases are not granted by state 
insurance regulators. 


The malpractice crisis is felt 


most keenly in urban areas, 
which contain large numbers of 
both medical specialists and at- 


torneys. In New York State, for 
example, the annual premiums 
on malpractice policies held by 
such high-risk specialists as 
orthopedic 
surgeons and 


neurosurgeons now exceed $14,- 
000. The Argonaut Insurance 
Co., which underwrites most 
malpractice policies in the Em- 
pire State, recently filed and 
then dropped a request for a 
200% increase in rates. It also in- 
dicated it would withdraw from 
the market on July 1.

Alarmed by soaring insurance 


costs, some doctors have 
decided to retire from active 
practice. One who did so is Dr. 
Kenneth M. Lehman of Topekat 
Ind. "At the age of 54,1 am hard- 
ly ready to retire and, in truth, 
can scarcely afford to ...," he 
explained in a letter to the In- 
diana State Medical Association. 
"Since the third suit chargii.g 
liability on my part has been 
filed, I have felt as if I were con- 
stantly peering over my shoulder 
to see what was coming next, 
and I cannot continue to practice 
medicine under such cir- 
cumstances." 


Other physicians try to protect 


themselves against law-suits by 
running extra tests and taking 
additional X-rays, the cost of 
which is passed on to the 


patient. Increases in malpractice 
insurance rates also are reflected 
in doctors' bills.

Secretary of Health, Educa- 


tion and Welfare Caspar W. 
Weinberger has promised that 
the federal government "will 
continue to exert every effort to 
help find solutions to the 
medical malpractice insurance 
crisis." One suggested approach 
is government-supported rein- 
surance, which would limit the 
pnvate insurors' risk. 


For their part, the companies 


would like to write malpractice 
policies on a "claims-made" 
basis. Instead of being insured 
forever against all claims that 
may eventually' arise from a 
given policy period, doctors 
would be covered for only a year 
at a time. Insurance actuaries 
contend that the unpredictability 
of malpractice suits and 
settlements makes it virtually 
impossible to set premiums at a 
reasonable level.

prepared the bill. 


Robert Rudell, administrator 


of the Nebraska Center for 
Children and Youth, cited the 
death of a 22-year-old Lincoln 
man Sunday at the State peniten- 
tiary as an example of the need 
for improved Juvenile services.

the hearing. Bellevue Sen. Frank 
Lewis, committee chairman, 
said he thought the committee 
would have a closed session next 
week to go over the measures. 


The tech colleges became a 


major legislative issue last year 
when the Nebraska Supreme 
Court ruled they were being 
funded by what amounted to an 
unconsitutional statewide 
property tax. 


The tech schools have asked

Challenge Records Show 
Nichol Claimed Support 


By The Associated Press 


One of the sealed depositions 


in the record of the Terry 
Carpenter challenge says Sen. 
William Nichol claimed to have 
the votes to keep his Unicameral 
seat more than a month before it 
was discovered that Carpenter 
failed to post bond. 


A reporter for the Scottsbluff 


Star-Herald was called as a sur- 
prise witness for Carpenter 
while depositions were being 
taken in Scottsbluff Jan. 17. 


Robert L. Gustin, the report- 


er, said that in a telephone con- 
versation Dec. 9, Nichol "told 
me that he thought the chances 
of Mr. Carpenter being seated 
were very remote ... He said he 
had visited with many of the 
state senators and a big majori- 
ty, more than half, had said they 
would support him." 


On Jan. 30, the legislature 


voted to drop the Carpenter 
challenge after a special com- 
mittee studying the contest said 
Carpenter failed to post bond. 


Russell Lovell, an attorney for 


Nichol, attacked 
Gustin's 


testimony on cross examination. 
Lovell suggested that Gustin's 
reporting had been biased in 
favor of Carpenter. He also 
suggested that Nichol had meant 
merely that some senators had 
been .friendly when Nichol first 
met them. 


Gustin said Nichol told him in 


a later telephone conversation 
that he merely meant the sena- 
tors had been friendly. But 
Gustin stuck to his account of 


the Dec. 9 telepohne conversa- 
tion. Gustin said: 


"At one time he said, 'More 


than half indicated they would 
support me.' The second time he 
said, 'More than half said they 
would support me.'" 


Lovell said it would be neces- 


sary to take a deposition from 
Nichol to dispute Gustin's testi- 
mony. There is no deposition 
from Nichol in the record. The 
deposition-taking process ap- 
parently was halted when the 
special committee decided to 
tell the legislature that it did not 
proceed because no bond was 
posted.

1 he investigation was ordered 


by U.S. District Court Judge 
Fred Winner after information 
was received that the company 
may have violated a court order 
by talking to the plaintiffs in a 
$246 million class action suit 
against the sugar beet processor. 


Great Western is charged in 


the civil action with holding back 
$246 million from growers in the 
initial payment of their 1974 
sugar beet crop. The damages 
are being sought for about 4,000 
growers 
in 
Colorado, 


Wyoming, Nebraska, Montana 
and Kansas. The suit was filed 
by the Davis Cattle Co. of 
Goodland, Kan., headed by Wil- 
liam A. Davis. 


Assistant U.S. Atty W Allen 


Spurgeon. who is handling the 
investigation, said it is in very 
preliminary stages He said the 
charges indicate that represen- 
tatives of Great Western Sugar 
have approached plaintiffs in the 
suit directly and not through 
legal counsel. 


Spurgeon said if that allega- 


tion is true, the company would 
be in violation of a court order 
and could lead to possible con- 
tempt of court charges. 


Spurgeon said he is awaiting 


transcripts of hearings and oth- 
er documents in the case, along 
with earlier court orders, before 
proceeding. He said the decision 
has not as yet been made on 
whether or not to turn the 
matter over to the FBI. But he 
said such action was certainly a 
possibility.

Under a proposed ordinance 


relating to the CATV franchise, 
the public would have access to 
the channel on a first come, first 
served basis. 


Additionally, a Television Ad- 


visory Board would be created to 
establish rules for use of the 
public and governmental access 
channel. The board also would 
settle disputes between the com- 
pany and any person or group 
over program content. 


Obscenity Prohibited 


Programs presenting lottery 


information or obscene or inde- 
cent material would be 
prohibited. 


The membership of the board 


would be determined at a later 
date. 


The new manager of Lincoln's 


cable system, Tony Acone, 
predicted that if the public 
access channel turns into a soap- 
box "it will die." But, Acone 
said, "if it mirrors the communi- 
ty it will thrive." 


The council also is being asked 


to endorse an increase in rates, 
which Saeman said would not be 
implemented until the system 
expands its programming, in- 
troduces color capabilities to 
Channel 9 and makes other 
changes. 


"There's no way conceivable 


that rates can stay the same even 
if we don't touch the service at 
all," Saeman said. 


For instance, the monthly bill 


to a single subscriber would be» 
hiked from $4.95 to $6.50 under 
the plan. 


Saeman said the firms are 


working against a March 15 
deadline to complete the 
transfer and have asked the City 
Council to take action on the or- 
dinances as soon as possible.

If the two days I spent riding in a Lin- 


coln Police patrol cruiser are typical, a 
policeman's life in the Capital City is a far 
cry from that painted by countless televi- 
sion police shows. 


Instead of rushing from one life or 


death emergency to the next, the major 
portion of their time is spent patrolling an 
assigned area looking for violations and 
waiting for calls. 


Each shift starts out the same. There is 


a half hour "lineup" during which time 
the officers are briefed on events which 
have taken place earlier that they should 
be aware of. 


Officers are advised of people who are 


wanted in connection with various 
crimes, hit and run cars are described and 
descriptions of missing persons are given. 


On Patrol 


On both days, immediately after line- 


up, officer Dick Kohles, officer Dan 
Sligar and I headed for our district and 
began riding and waiting for something to 
happen. 


We were on the street only an hour and 


a half the first day when we got our first 
call There was a complaint of noise com- 
ing from a house near 7th and H. 


When we arrived all was silent. 
After that, it was more patrolling until 


the biggest event of the day — lunch. 


Sligar pleaded with Kohles not to have 


an extra order of refried beans, but to our 
dismay he ignored our supplications and 
ordered them anyway. 


After lunch we headed for the airport 


and the police helicopter. 


On the way, a city bus cut across a lane 


of traffic while making a turn, causing a 
car to stop suddenly to avoid an accident. 


When the bus driver learned he was 


going to get a ticket, he wasn't the least 
bit pleased. 


The airport scene provided the biggest 


disappointment of the day. After we were 
suited up and strapped into the 
helicopter, the machine refused to work 
properly, We spent the rest of the night 
on the ground. 


Soon after we returned to our district 


we received the only "emergency" call of 
the day. 


A man had gotten drunk and decided to 


take out his frustrations on one of his 
children. He was quietly arrested and 
taken to jail without incident. 


The second day proved to be somewhat 


more eventful. 


After patrolling our district for a short 


time, we located a car which had been in- 
volved in two hit and run accidents on the 
previous night. 


The car's two occupants were taken to 


the station where they were questioned 
about the accidents. 


When the driver walked out of the sta- 


tion he found his car had been im- 
pounded because of an improper registra- 
tion and he was carrying a firstfull of 
tickets which would amount to 13 points 
against his drivers license. 


Losing 12 points in two years suspends 


a drivers license. 


Luck Holds 


After lunch it was off to the helicopter. 


This time my luck held out. 


The helicopter was operating properly; 


up into the darkened sky we went. 


Over the city I was amazed at the clari- 


ty with which things could be seen. 
Streets and cars were clearly visible, as 
well as the traffic signals. 


Sgt. Jim Baird drove his cruiser around 


a parking lot to demonstrate how 
observers in the helicopter are trained to 
detect traffic violations. 


The most difficult part of the operation 


was trying to keep the spotlight on an 
area in northeast Lincoln where a 
prowler had been reported. 


As we circled the area I had to keep 


manipulating a switch which directed the 
spotlight to the area where the prowler 
had been. 


A few times the light went shooting 


toward Omaha, but most of the time I 
managed to keep it within reasonable 
limits.

New York — Irwin Allen, the 


producer of "The Towering In- 
ferno," the film in which a 138- 
story skyscraper burns as if it 
had been drenched with bghter 
fluid, says that he spent years 
researching the subject of 
high-rise fires. But fire experts 
seem to agree that the film, 
which has set some Americans 
worrying about whether the 
high-rise buildings in which they 
spend their days are actually 
safe, is riddled with technical 
errors 


Indeed. Battalion Chief Jack 


Cavallero of the San Francisco 
Fire Department, who served as 
technical adviser to the film, ad- 
mits that the holocaust was "a 
way to sell a message to the peo- 
ple, a way to get a point across. 
But it wasn't very plausible, no." 


And John T. O'Hagan, New 


York fire commissioner, calls 
the fire in the film "highly im- 
probable — particularly in terms 
of the way it spread." 


Yet both experts state that the 


problem of fires in high-rise 
buildings is the most frustrating 
one they face, and each took 
pains to separate themselves 
from the position taken by 
spokesmen for the real estate in- 
dustry, which reacted to the film 
with horror and has let loose a 
barrage of statements that high- 
rise buildings are almost danger- 
free 


"We could have another fire as 


serious or more serious than the 
fire at One New York Plaza," 
said O'Hagan, referring to the 
1970 fire that caused two deaths 
and the most extensive damage 
in any high-rise fire ever in the 
United States "But to put it in 
perspective, we do not have the 
sort of design deficiencies in our 
buildings that could permit loss 
of hfe in the hundreds, as in 'The 
Towering Inferno' fire." 


In "The Towering Inferno." 


faulty wiring ignited combusti- 
ble cleaning materials to start 
the fire — itself somewhat im- 
plausible since electrical 
switching equipment is not likely 
to be placed in a janitor's closet. 
As the fire spread, Paul New- 
man accomplished heroic rescue 
as a gas line burst in the fire 
stairs. 


Gas lines, however, are never 


placed in fire stairs, and it is not 
likely that they could burst 
through the walls of an emergan- 
cy stairwell 


The fire in "The Towering 


Inferno" also spread into the 
central core of the building, the 
masonry-enclosed area in which 
all mechanical equipment and 
services, such as elevators, are% 
concentrated. This, too, 
stretches the limits of credibility 
for most experts. Also, the 
means by which the fire was 
finally extinguished, 
the

water, is untenable because the 
weight of so much water would 
have been more than the 
building could support. Most 
roof-top water tanks contain no 
more than 25,000 gallons. 


Nonetheless, fire experts 


agree that recent high-rise office 
construction does pose serious 
dangers that were not present in 
earlier skyscrapers. 
Before 


World War n, construction was 
largely of heavy masonry, and 
floors were divided into small of- 
fices. But postwar skyscrapers 
have generally been built of steel 
and glass, with open floors, ser- 
vice cores, sealed windows and 
an intermediate space between 
the ceiling and the floor above, 
called the plenum, for the ven- 
tilation system. 


The existence of the core, 


which can act like a chimney, 
the plenum and the large 
amount of open space can con- 
trubute to the spread of smoke 


and fires. As a result New York 
City's new fire code for office 
towers requires that floors 
lacking sprinkler systems be 
divided into units no larger than 
7,500 square feet 
unless 


buildings possess special fire 
detection devices. 


Fire officials hope that 


building owners will install 
sprinkler systems, which 
O'Hagan considers the most 


effective means of fire fighting 
in high-rise buildings They have 
rarely been known to fail 
(although the sprinkler system 
did fail in "The Towering Infer- 
no, ' another of the film's im- 
plausibilities, experts say) but 
have not been widely used in of- 
fice construction, largely for cost 
reasons They average about $1 
per square foot of office space.

A safety play is basically a 


protective measure. Declarer 
assumes an unfavorable lie of 
the cards and tries to deal with 
the possibility in the best way he 
can. 


Here is a typical case where 


West leads a diamond against 
four spades. Declarer wins with 
the ace and notes that it is 
possible to lose three heart 
tricks and one or two trump 
tricks. 


South can do very little with 


the trump situation if West has 
all four of them, so he starts out 
by leading a low spade to the 
ace, West playing the three and 
East the eight. When declarer 
plays another trump and East 
produces the ten, South must 
choose between playing the jack 
or the king 


This is a fairly common 


problem, but, unfortunately, 
there is no invariable rule to 
rely on. More often than not the 
king is the better play, but in a 
particular case the jack may be 
the right play. 


It certainly is in this deal, 


where 
playing 
the 
jack 


guarantees' the contract while 
playing the king jeopardizes it.' 


Obviously, if the finesse wins, 


South has the contract in tow. 
As a matter of fact, he is sure of 
making at least eleven tricks. 


Can anything bad happen if 


South loses the jack to the 
queen? Positively not. What- 
ever West returns, South is sure 
of making at least ten tricks 
consisting of four spades, four 
clubs and two diamonds. 


But note what happens if 


declarer does not finesse the 
jack. If he attempts to run his 
clubs right away, in order to 
discard a heart, East will 
rudely interrupt the procedure 
by ruffing the third club and 
shifting to the jack of hearts to 
put the contract down one.

Nebraska basketball coach Joe Cipriano thinks the Big 


Eight Conference race will end up in a three-way tie for the 
championship. Unfortunately, his Comhuskers won't be in the 
threesome. 


Speaking to area media Monday, Cipriano said he feds Kan- 


sas, Kansas State and Missouri will deadlock with 10-4 league 
records. Nebraska already has lost five games. 


The Huskers could have been all alone at the top of the heap 


had they won those three tight games from Oklahoma, Colorado 
and Kansas State. They would now have a 9-2 record. Kansas 
would be 8-3 and Missouri and KSU each at 7-4. 


That would put the Huskers in a position to play the 


Jayhawks for all of the marbles a week from Wednesday in the 
NU Coliseum. 


But, that's dreaming. Now all the Huskers can do in their 


remaining three games is go out and play well to prove they'll be 
contenders for the title again next season since there are only 
two seniors on the squad. 


Should the race end in a three-way deadlock, there would be 


a two-day playoff to determine the Big Eight representative in 
the NCAA Midwest Regional. Just how the leape would go 
about deciding a second possible NCAA entrant or a represen- 
tative in the College Commissioners Association (CCA) tourney 
isn't clear at this moment. 


Of course, the conference isn't assured of a second NCAA 


team. That's up to the discretion of the NCAA Basketball Com- 
mittee. 


Even if it does get a second team in the tourney and the 


race is a two-way tie, there would have to be a playoff game to 
determine the Midwest Regional entry. The loser then would be 
assigned to another regional. 


All this conjecture will be cleared up on March 6, the day 


the NCAA will announce its at-large selections. 


Catching Up On Sports 


Creighton's Bluejays, now 20-4 and winners of 14 games in a 


row, are hopeful of an NCAA bid as an at-large team. The Jays 
have only two games remaining, on the road at Southern Illinois 
and at Civic Auditorium on March 8 against MSrquette. Victory 
over Coach Al McGuire's Warriors would insure the bid. 


Oklahoma's new basketball arena is 85% complete and will 


be finished by June. It will have 11,200 seats, including 4,800 
cushioned ones. 


Indiana's loss of leading scorer and No. 2 rebounder with a 


broken arm can't do anything but hurt the Hoosiers' chances in 
the NCAA tournament, but Coach Bob Knight has worlds of 
depth and three games before the tournament to re-build a 
lineup. 


UCLA's overwhelming loss to Washington came as a shock. 


That, coupled with May's injury, makes the NCAA a wide-open 
tournament. Maryland is No. 2, but the Terps still have to play 
in the Atlantic Coast Conference tournament to earn a tourney 
bid That could be tough. 


The Southeastern Conference will consider a proposed rule 


to bar artificial noise-makers from football stadiums and basket- 
ball arenas when it holds its semi-annual business meeting next 
week in Savannah, Ga. 


The financial status of intercollegiate athletics and the 


development of women's athletics will be principal topics of Big 
Eight faculty representatives and athletic directors when they 
meet this week in Kansas City. They'll also consider the 
possibility of limiting the number of football coaches allowed 
each school. 


Two Nebraskans — Jim Haskell, a 6-6,220-pound defensive 


end from Papillion, and Greg Jackson, a 6-4, 200-pound back 
from Omaha — have signed national letters of intent with Kan- 
sas State. 


Kentucky has signed a pair of widely-sought running backs. 


One is Roy Parker, an all-stater from Chicago Phillips, and Rod 
Stewart, a prep All-Amencan from Lancaster, 0.

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Cipriano Cites 
NU Guard Fort

You really couldn't blame Joe Cipriano for wanting to dis- 


cuss last Saturday's Nebraska basketball win over Missouri. 


"Missouri's the best team we've played in Lincoln this 


year," said the NU coach. "They were very physical and Willie 
Smith (leading Tiger scorer) was very tough to cover. Offensive- 
ly, they spread you out so you can't get your defenses together." 


In topping Missouri, 80-77, at the NU Coliseum, Nebraska 


halted its three-game losing streak and remained in contention 
for an upper-division berth in the Big Eight with a 6-5 league 
mark. Perhaps the main reason for the Husker triumph was 
guard Jerry Fort. 


Fort set a Nebraska one-game record with 40 points and es- 


tablished a career scoring record when he tallied his 1,300th 
point."Fort tad an oustanding game, "Cipriano said of his 6-3 
junior. "He's really regained the form he had earlier in the year. 
Over the last five games, he's scored over 30 points (30.2 points- 
per game). 
"He's been a big help to us offensively, although sometimes 


the rest of our team isn't moving and taking part in the offense," 
he noted. 
Cipriano praised freshman guard Eric Coard, who received 


his first start in the game against Missouri, sophomore forward 
Bob Siegel freshman forward Curt Hedberg and sophomore 
forward Rickey Harris. 


Nevertheless, Cipriano is worried about Wednesday night's 


game against Oklahoma State at Stillwater. 


"The game at OSU, will be a good test for us since we've 


had trouble with the teams some people think we're supposed to 
beat," he cautioned. "This year's OSU team is more physical 
than other clubs and they're even more physical when they're at 
home. 


We have to be able to play tcugh defense since they re 


strong offensively," he said. 


Cipriano said he was uncertain of the status of K. C. Kin- 


caide, the Cowboys' high-scoring guard. He missed OSU's 75-67 
loss last Saturday at Oklahoma with a sprained ankle. 


"Kincaide's done a good job covering Fort over the past few 


years," he added. 
In fact, in both league games last season, Kincaide limited 


Fort to four points on each occassion. Those were the Chicago 
native's lowest-scoring contests all season. 


In this season's 73-58 Husker victory in Lincoln, Fort was 


more effective, hitting 20 points. Yet the Huskers still may be 
without guard Steve Willis, who suffered a sprained ankle in a 
Feb. 15 game at Colorado. 


Cipriano said Willis is "close to being ready to play," but he 


was unsure if Willis would start against OSU. 


"Oklahoma State's been pretty tough at home this year. 


They beat Oklahoma and Iowa State and came real close to Kan- 
sas (59-57)," he said. "It will be a real challenge for us. 


"We've already proven we can come back and we know 


we'll be playing for an upper-division spot," he explained. 
"They've got to prove if they're going to be title contenders next 
year. This will be an important game for us."

'New' Lake Michigan 
Lures Sport Fishing

If three words could be used to best 


describe the sport fishery on rejuvenated Lake 
Michigan it would be "versatility" and "trophy 
fish." 


According to Dick Harris, now a retired 


fishery biologist for the state of Wisconsin, the 
future is just opening up for the renovated 
Great Lake. Why renovated? 


Lake Michigan had a problem beginning 


back in the 1940s. Lamprey eels entered the lake 
and caused death and destruction to the then 
prominent lake trout fishery. By the late 1950s, 
the eel had all but wiped out the fishery before 
the parasitic creature could be controlled. 


"Up to the time of the renovation, Lake 


Michigan had been largely a commercial, 
fishery," Harris said. Then the doors opened for 
the sport fisherman. "Michigan went to a 
salmon stocking program, Wisconsin began to 
stock native species of trout, the rainbows, 
browns and brook. The two states decided to 
learn from each other and both programs 
took hold better than anyone expected." 


The result is the up and coming salmon and 


trout fishery currently creating a good deal of 
excitement throughout the Midwest. How does 
a 36-pound coho salmon sound? Or a 43-pound 
Chinook salmon? Or a crossbred trout with 
potential of 4WO pounds? Or lake trout of 20- 
pounds or better with unknown growth poten- 
tial? 


lt'« now mltoWe, according to Harris and 


Jag HMfde, pwmoter for Algomt, Wto., and 


the honest fishing port on the lake for year- 
round action. 


Harris and Haegle were in Lincoln Monday 


night for the fourth Lincoln Fishing Class, along 
with fly fishing specilaist Doug Swisher. They 
were also on hand to help promote the Lincoln 
Park and Recreation's four-day fishing trip to 
Algoma, scheduled for May 9-12 with all the 
special rates for area fishermen. 


"Algoma has been considered the 


headquarters for Lake Michigan fishing," 
Harris pointed out. "It has the most charter 
boats, the most consistant fishing from the 
shore, stream fishing north and south of the 
town. It offers all the verstaile aspects of the 
fishery. 


"Lake Michigan can and should be con- 


sidered by the fisherman with a boat, off- 
shore fishing, family fishing, fishing from the 
pieres and docks, stream fishing, fishing 
without having to bring any gear at all off 
charter boats, everything anyone would want, 
Harris said.

sion will be tough, with great 
emphasis put on conditioning 
and fundamentals. 


I have given everyone a 


weight which I would like them 
to report at, " says Robinson, 
"but I did not attach an 'or else' 
to it. If a guy comes in five or 10 
pounds over what I prescribed 
I'm not going to make a big deal 
out of it. He should be able to get 
that off with no problem. But if 
a guy is 15 or 20 pounds 
overweight, I might give him a 
week to get it off. . .or else. 


"We will be doing a lot of 


exercising with calisthenics and 
running during spring training. 
In most camps they believe in 
running the pitchers more than 
the rest of the palyers because 
they feel it's important to keep a 
pitcher's legs in shape. But I 
plan on running everybody an 
equal amount" 


As a player Robinson is a 


perfectionist when it comes to 
fundamentals, and he says the 
Indians can expect to be drilled 
over and over in the basic 
aspects of the game during the 
course of the season. 


"There's not enough emphasis 


placed on 
fundamentals." 


Robinson says. "I think most 
players in the major Leagues un- 
derstand the fundamentals but 
don't always put them to use. 
They sort of take them for 
granted. I think you need a 
refresher course periodically and 
we will time-to-time during the 
season." 


While it has been the tradition 


of baseball that most superstars 
do not make good managers 
because of their inability to un- 
derstand the shortcomings of 
lesser talented players, Robin- 
son feels that he has successfully 
conquered that weakness. 


"I think that's one thing that 


managing in Puerto Rico helped 
me overcome," says Robinson. 
"My first year managing there I 
used to scream at myself on the 


bench whenever a guy bungled a 
play; 'why didn't he make that 
play?, I would have done it this 
way.' But now I'm able to look 
at each individual and say, if he 
gave me 100 per cent, that's all I 
can ask. But give me 100 per 
cent. 


A manager feels he can get the 


most out of every player. Some 
players you have to ignore, 
others you have to pat on the 
back and still others you have to 
baby completely. Some you can 
chew out, others you can't. As a 
player myself, I think I have a 
better idea of what the feelings 
of other players are. That might 
be my biggest asset as a 
manager." 


Robinson, who has played un- 


der numerous managers during 
his 19 big league season, admits 
he will differ in approach from 
most of his peers. 


"I'm not a book manager, I 


didn't come up through the 
ranks," he says. "I remember 
the strong points and the weak 
points of every manager I played 
for and there's really only 
tr-ree-Birdie Tebbetts, Fred 
Hutehinson 
and 
Earl 


Weaver—that I feel I've learned 
something from. 


"For the most part I will be 


my own manager. I have my 
own ideas I will do whatever I 
have to do to win a ballgame. 
But don't expect me to go by the 
book When a situation calls for 
a bunt, I may not bunt." 


One of the big questions 


is: How will Frank Robinson, 
manager, deal with Frank 
Robinson, player? Getting 
himself in shape to serve as the 
team's manager, will be one of 
his many problems in spring 
'training. Wearing two hats as 
player and manager has been, 
more often than not. historically 
disastrous in major league an- 
nals. 


"I'm just gonna have to work 


harder at getting myself in shape

Omaha (UPI) — Frank R West, board 


chairman and president of American Beef 
Packers, Inc., Monday refused extradition 
to South Dakota to face felony charges 
arising from ABP financial dealings. 


West returned to Omaha Sunday from 


Los Angeles, Calif. where he had been 
negotiating with a medium-sized meat 
packer for the sale of ABP's Dumas, Tex., 
plant 


West's attorney, Arthur O'Leary, 


arranged for West to go into Douglas Coun- 
ty Court 20 minutes early in an attempt to 
avoid the press. 


When the bulky West left the courtroom, 


several newsmen attempted to ask him 
questions and the slender O'Leary virtually 
shouldered his client into a nearby exit 
door. 


Attorney Irate 


O'Leary has been irate at the charges 


brought by South Dakota Atty Gen 
WilUam Jacklow against West and three 
subordinates and at the news coverage the 
charges have triggered 


ABP attorneys went so far last week as 


to stage a rumor that the charges had been 
dropped, but few newsmen took the bait. 


When asked by UPI why the court time 


was set up, Douglas County Atty. Donald 
Knowles said, "I guess it was to avoid you 
guys." 


Knowles is nicknamed "Pinky" and as

ABP originally projected the 
Dumas cost at $10 million, but it ended up 
at $23 million. 


In addition to the medium-sized meat 


packer in Los Angeles, three other packers 
also are interested in Dumas. 


Meanwhile, ABP reopened its Oakland, 


Iowa, plant Monday for the first time 
attempted full-scale production 
efforts 


since it filed limited bankruptcy Jan. 7. 


However, a source told UPI that ABP 


has "two propositions" on file from 
prospective buyer for the Oakland plant.

Talks have resumed, but 


agreement appears to be out of 
reach. The union has insisted on 
salaries negotiated by contract 
and on a greievence procedure 
ending in final, binding arbitra- 
tion 


The decision to take the 


matter to the Court of Industrial 
Relations was announced Sun- 
day at a meeting in Lincoln of 
approximately 100 AFSCME of- 
ficers and leaders. 


The meeting also brought 


together the negotiating com- 
mittee for the state Department 
of Institutions' 2,600 employes 
for approval of contract 
demands when negotiations 
begin later this year. 


AFSCME recently won an 


election to represent instituions 
employes over the protests of a

HEW Threatens Cut 
In ADC Aid To State

Nebraska has been threatened 


with the loss of $172,000 in 
federal Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) payments as 
part of a stepped-up federal at- 
tack on welfare waste 


The federal Department of 


Health. Education and Welfare 
(HEW) 
announced plans last 


Friday to slash federal ADC 
payments to states by $97 2 
million in order to force states to 
weed out ineligible and overpaid 
recipients 


A spokesman for the State 


Department of Public Welfare 
said Monday that HEW has not 
officially notified Nebraska of 
the cut but said Washington con- 
tacts have indicated Nebraska 
stands to lose $172,000 of its $4 
million first quarter payment for 
1975 


That would leave the state 


with $3 8 million through March. 


'Not That Great' 


Although the spokesman said 


the amount involved is "not that 
great," he said the state would 
ask the courts for a restraining 
order to block the cut-off. 


Welfare quality controls in- 


dicated that for the last six 
months of 1974, of the total ADC 
expenditures in Nebraska- 


—8 9% of the money was paid 


to people who were ineligible. 


—7.27c was overpayment. 
—and 1.3% was underpay- 


ment. 


A spokesman said the error 


rates were up from previous 
totals. Department officials at- 
tributed this to new ADC 
maximum payments, he said. 


State welfare officials are 


presently checking all welfare 
cases for eligibility, underpay-

Valentino said, "Due process 


requires this tribunal to be fair 
and impartial without even the 
appearance of impropriety."

New York — The very fact 


that employment agencies are 
open for business says there are 
jobs 
available 
in 
this 


recessionary economy 
Maybe 


not for laid-off industrial 
workers, but people are still 
seeking secretaries, salesmen, 
bookkeepers, 
keypunch 


operators, programmers, social 
workers, professionals and a 
wide varietfy of middle 
managers. 


Waht puts many applicants 


off, however, is that the salaries 
aren't always princely, nor the 
situations just what you'd want 
them to be. For many job 
hunters, high hopes are followed 
by disappointment. 


Perhaps because of this they 


sometimes get awfully sore at 
employment agencies. 
They 


complain that the agencies mis- 
represent jobs. That they adver- 
tise non-existent jobs just to at- 
tract clients. And that they set 
up interviews for jobs that are 
m a n i f e s t l y 
unsuitable. 


Sometimes these things are true. 


Register Complaint 


If you have a beef with an 


employment.agency, you should 
register it with the consumer af- 
fairs department in your city or 
county. In most states there is an 
employment-agericy association 
that will also handle complaints 
Through your efforts, a dis- 
honest agency may at least be 
reprimanded or fined. 


But some complaints arise 


more from the uncertainties of 
the situation than any actual 
misdeed When a person is out of 
work, he's angry and anxious. If

he's working but unhappy with 
his job, he's also in emotional 
distress When he comes to an 
employment agency and can't 
find fast, fast, fast relief, he 
sometimes takes his frustration 
out on the job counselor. 


To be sure, not all counselors 


are Johnny-on-the-spot Today, 
there are so many applicants 
that a counselor may not bother 
with someone who doesn't seem 
to have a burning desire for a 
new job 


If you're willing to move only 


for a much higher salary, if 
you're still doing fine on un- 
employment insurance, if you're 
shopping for a job the counselor 
suspects is beyond your talents, 
or if you just plain make a bad 
impression, 
the counselor 


probably won't spend much time 
with you He also will tend to 
slight a person over 40 because, 
no matter what the law says, 
most employers aren't hiring 
them. 


"Realistic View"

Aggrieved job-seekers 


sometimes charge that agencies 
try to "counsel" them into 
whatever jobs they happen to 
have open. If that's your opi- 
nion, don't just sit there and 
glower. Ask to see the head of 
the agency, whose financial in- 
terest it is that you are steered to 
a job you like well enough to 
take. 


"If the problem is one of bad 


chemistry between the apiicant 
and the counselor, the agency 
head should be able to get 
things back on the right track," 
says Eolis. But you still won't be 
sent out on interviews the agen- 
cy thinks are over your head. 


Picking Agency 


Use an agency that specializes 


in the work you're looking tor, 
since they'll have most of the 
plum jobs You can tell the 
specialists from the ads they put 
in the newspapers. They'll also 
advertise in publications that 
serve their field of jnterest. 


If you take a job and then quit 


(or are fired) you'll usually owe 
the agency something. This may 
be true even if the fee was to 
have been paid by the employer. 
Nevertheless, some agencies will 
waive this if the job loss 
wasnt your fault and you ask 
them to place you somewhere 
else They probably will insist on 
at least partial payment if you 
accept a job and then change 
your mind. 


Many employers now pay the 


agency fees, especially for 
higher-priced jobs. 


If the obligation is yours and 


you can't pay on time, the agen- 
cy usually will accept stretched- 
out payments. You've no 
reasons to be surprised by the 
fees, since they are spelled out m 
the agreement you signed (and, I 
hope, read). But if you feel 
you're being'billed unfairly, 
complain to the consumer affairs

Traditional civics courses "more often than 


not are inadequate to the interests of today's 
young people," Jaworski said. 


He urged the educators to "embrace" as 


"part of the life of your community" an 
American Bar Association (ABA) education 
movement under way. 


The education system shares with the legal 


profession and all democratic institutions the 
blame for "a joint failure" to prepare youth for 
"lives of constructive participation" in societal 
changes, he said. 
, 


'We Have Failed* 


"We have failed to impress upon the very 


young how the law functions to protect individual 
rights - how it provides for orderly democratic 
change; what the difference is between dissent 
and violent protest; and why individual rights 
must be balanced with individual responsibility." 


A presidential advisor from 1964-69, Jaworski 


said the disorder that surfaced during that decade 
was "not only physical and material but, as well, 
moral and philosophical." 


Without changing attitudes toward 


citizenship obligations, Jaworski said law en- 
forcement and justice improvements will be 
negligible. Citizens must shoulder "at least part 


of the onus" for what he called the "deplorable 
conditions that exist." 


The former ABA' president said "all too 


many" older leaders, lawyers and citizens have 
been apathetic, have blamed youth for disrespect- 
ful attitudes born in earlier generations. 


And "undeviating conformity to law, once a 


teaching as part of family mores, is no longer 
stressed in the home," Jaworski said. 


Applauded 


He drew applause when he said 


"disobediences of law... constitute the greatest 
curse..." 


But he declared housekeeping must sweep 


through "the ranks of the old before we should 
expect a marked change" in youths' attitudes. 
And Jaworski appealed for renewed dialog, 
listening to children's opinions on issues that con- 
cern them.

A six-year-old tax dispute 


between Lancaster County and 
the Burlington Northern 
Railroad has been settled in 
favor of the railroad in a Lan- 
caster County District Court 
' ruling handed down Monday. 


Judge Herbert Ronin ruled 


that the railroad, formerly 
named Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad Co., does not 
have to pay personal property 
tax on $1.3 million worth of store 
stock, supplies, machines and 
tools at its Havelock shop and 
hump in the west Lincoln area. 


The tax issue goes back to 1968 


when County Assessor Fritz 


Meyer placed the property on 
the county tax roles and the 
County Board, sitting as the 
Board of Equalization, upheld 
that decision. 


The railroad appealed the 


decision to district court in 1969, 
and the case finally came to trial 
last January. 


Ronin ruled that the disputed 


property is not taxable since it 
does not come within the difini- 
tion of personal property which 
may be assessed by the county. 


He ordered that the property 


be taken off the 1968 tax rolls 
and that any tax paid on it be 
refunded.
